The nio8t entbnsiaatic gathering of 
delegates to attend a couuty convention 
of the Ancient Order of Hihernians in 
the city of Louisville since the foiimln- 
tion of that organization here twenty- 
dgtat jreart ago was that which assetn- 
Utd at Biberaka Hall last Suaday after- 
aeon. ProidMl FMtkk SbIUvmi called 
the mecdag to order, which opeaod 
by prayer. All the conaty oAsen were 
ia attendance, and aaionf the vidtora 
were Stete President Thomas Keenan, 
Janiea RogcrB, ex-State President Martin 
Cusick, ex-,St«te Secretary James Cole- 
man and Messrs. Thomas Dolan, Patrick 
Liaton, Lawrence Mackey, Will Connelly, 
Patrick Begley and others who had been 
high in the cooadla of the order. 

^Tbe first budaeaa waa the appointment 
of • CoaoiltM OB Credcatiala, Preaideat 
Sallivaa aaadagMeaara. jeha P. Hcllen, 
George J. Batter, Patrick Welsh. John 
Keaney and Owen Keiran. After a ahort 
recestf this committee reported twenty- 
fonr delegates present and entitled to 
vote and voice in the convention. County 
President Sullivan then read his address, 
which was in part as follows: 

"Brothcra of the Ancient Order of 
Biberaiaas, two ymn aRO you honored 
meby daedag m» Oomty Pnaideat by a 
nwatiBOoawta. XpraaoindwlMa elected 
that I weald do all ia my power to build 
ap the order, but could do aothlng with- 
out your assistance. I then stated I would 
know no division in my ofEcial capacity, 
that all would l>e treated alike by me. 
How well I have kept that promise I 
leave to your judgment to decide." 

Here followed statiatic* showing the 
numerical standing of each of the four 
divisions, the actiacnaae ia membership 
being Ul, Dividona 8 and 4 gaining the 
largest nisnihers. "Rrothers, I wish to 
thank the menii>ers of the County Board 
for their kind support in every under- 
taking we had during the past two years, 
and I hope my successor will receive the 
aame kind and considerate treatment 
• that was accorded myscU white presid- 
iag. This body baa important work be- 
fore It, aad it ia my caraaat wiab that the 
eoavention give dnc cooaldcratioB to all 
matters that may come before it We 
should always keep before us the motto 
of our order, 'Friendship, unity and 
Christian charity.' I.«t us consider every 
measure that comes before this conven- 
tion ia a cool and deliberate manner and 
aae oar beat efforts for the greatest good 
ot the erdar. Ia my official capacity I 
have writtea aearly oae hundred com- 
manicatkxta. I aaceeedcd ia having the 
ncmbcra attead holy commnaioa in a 
' body at St. PatridK'a with the anaoaace- 
mcnt from the altar, and I feel grateful 
to the pastor, Very Rev. James P. Cronin, 
V. G., for his kind words on that occa- 
aion. I wish to thank you once more for 
yonr kindneaa daring my term, and hope 
that my aaoceaaor will receive the same 
geaetona treatment that I have at all 
daua eajoyed at yonr haada." 

The addreaa waa weU received and 
evoked generous applause. The list of 
committees was then read as follows:

Upon motion the convention adjourned 
to give the committees time to consider 
the matters placed before them and pre- 
pate their reports. After reasaembling 
the firat bnaiaMa vraa the calliag of com 
■dttata. The fiiat read wtM that of the 
tuAm Committee, which recommended 
that the ralea govcraiag the laat coiaTen- 
tioa be adopted, aad thia waa concurred 
ia. 

Next came the Finance Committee, 
who rcporte't through Chsirman Mike 
Tynan that the tx>oks and accounts of 
Treasurer John J. Sullivan were found 
abaolntely correct and kept iu a busineaa- 
like nuaner, with a nice sum remaining 
after all cxpeaaea were peid. This com- 
mittee recommaoded the election of a 
Piaandal Secretary, tbart aow beiag two 
accounts to keep, that of the Hall Board 
reqniring special atteatioa. The reoom- 
mendstion waa eoacarred ia by aaani- 
mous vote. 

The Committee on Resolutions, com- 
imeed of the young men of the order, 
broogbt forward the most important busi- 
aeaa of the convention. Their report 
recommended the indorsement of the 
home propoaed by the national body for 
aged and infirm Blbemiana; the teaching 
of Ixiab hiatorjr ia the paiechial achools;

the movement for the erection of a club 
house by the five divisions of Louisville; 
that the order use its best efforts to bring 
the yoatha that have faltea away from 
the cbereh badi iato the fold; aigiag 
m e m ber s to aid brothers oat of employ- 
ment ia aecnring aitnatioaa aad to be 
alwaya ready to help elevate them to 
higher position; recommending that all 
Catholics see that their children are edu 
cated in the parochial schools; recom- 
mending the consolidation of the four 
divisions into one, and indorsing the ad- 
ministration of the Coaaty Board. All 
the rcaoladoaa were ooaeerred ia by 
naaalaiona vote, ezeeptiag the oae pro- 
posing consoHdatioa, which waa dis- 
cussed for half aa hoar hf Meaara, Joha 
Ballon, John Mnlloy, Joe McOina, Mike 
Tynan, Denny Coleman, Thomas Walah 
and others. The opposition was led by 
John Hellon, who pointed out thst the 
four divisions were now prosperous and 
increasing in numbers, and there was 
therefore no necessity for a change. John 
Mulloy, Mike Tynan aad Tom Walsh 
wanted a itroa ge r aad nMMrr. laflnential 
otganixadoa, alt nader oae ^gimf and 
merged Iato oae body. A raanlt would 
be a great saving of time and expense. 
Banded together to advance mutual in- 
terests, this could best be done when all 
meet together and on a common plane. 
Joe McGinn wanted the question fairly 
met and all given opportunity for fnll 
expression. When Denny Coleaun made 
the point that the reaolutioa waa only a 
recommendation, and Will Bnraa aald it 
waa anbmitted to produce argument aad 
that final actkm lay. with, the dlvialoaa, 
aayhow, a vote was taken and the reao- 
Indon adopted by a good majority. 

Next came the report of the Revision 
Committee, recommending the adoption 
of the constitution and by-laws that gov- 
erned aiace the preceding convention. 
The oooiadttea waa ainabla to agiee apon 
the initiation queadon, majority and 
minority reporte being aabmitted. The 
miaority wanted a minimum fee of |3 
for all the divisions, and a long and ear- 
nest discussion followed, participated in 
by Messrs. John Mulloy, John Hennessy, 
Joe McGinn, Tom Walsh, Martin Cusick, 
James Coleman and others. Those favor- 
ing the majority report conteaded that 
the order waa advaadng and yoaag men 
were ooodag la la Urge anmbera, aad as 
the order had pleaty of moaey the fee 
ahoald be pat withia the reach of those 
who earn only sm^l wagea. The adher- 
enta of the minimum fee of pi pointed 
ont that the Ancient Order of Hibernians 
waa a great organiiation, and every Irish 
Catholic should be willing to pay even 
a higher rate to attain its benefits. Here- 
after a fee will have to be paid to the 
examining phyaician, and to make the 
otdw too cheap would work its ruin. 
When the vote was taken the $3 lee was 
adopted by a big majority. Any division 
failiag to exact thia sum from new mem- 
bera before admission will be liable to 
suspension by the National Board. 

The convention by unanimous vote in- 
dorsed and reconiineuded the Kentucky 
Irish American and commended it to the 
general public. Stete President Keenan 
waa praaant and lapreaead himaelf plcaaed 
with the work of the eoavehtion. The 
State ofiicera, he said, were kept busy 
and the oatkwk waa that Kentucky would 
be in the teed la raadUag the aOO.000 
point. 

This completed the business and the 
election of officers was ordered. Tom 
Walsh, in a masterly speech placed 
County President Sullivan iu nomination 
for re-election, and his election would 
have followed by acdaautioa, but that 
geattenua aaaoaaoad that It would be 
impoaaibte tot him to aerve aaother term 
and hia uiiae waa whhdrawn. For all 
the offices there were a aumber of nomi- 
nations, but the count of the balloU 
ahowed the following to be elected:

JUDCK MATT O'DOHIvRTV. 
Ddivered Great Address at Bar .Associa 
tion Memorial Meeting. 



The nenorial aervieealjof the Louia- 

ville Bar Association fot the late and 
lamented Judge Upton ^ IT. Muir were 
held Saturday at the firat tlat session of 
the Jefferson Circuit Co tt, aad every 
lawyer of prominence wis there aa a 
mark of respect. The addresses were 
delivered by Judge Gordon, Judge 
O'Ooherty and others sud all were 
expressive of grief over the loss the 
bench and bar bad sustained. The 
addreaa of Judge O'Oohwty, who suc- 
oeedad Judge Mair, was o|e ot the aioat 
hiUUaat yet fMiag efforlp ever heard in 
the Court Bouae. Tl^ aentiments 
expressed were of a Chriadan and literal 
spirit that commend themselves to all, 
and will be appreciated by none more 
than the readers of this paper. Judge 
O'Doherty said: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: I can 
not allow this occasion to pass without 
adding my humble tribute to the more 
worthy onea. which have alre<idy been 
pdd to the Bwaory of , our departed 
friend. The office which we are here to 
discharge is, indeed, a sad one. I am 
confident that there is not in this meet- 
ng I. msn to whom the news of Judge 
Muir's death did not bring a pang of 
keenest sorrow. He was, I may say it 
without the slightest exiygeration, the 
idol of both bench and bar in the courts 
o( this ooaaty. Be had not only the 
aahoaadad tcqiact aad ooafidence of hia 
, but. better atlll. their love. 
Be was fortunate in poeaessing in a 
marked degree tboae virtuea which not 
only command reapect but inspire affec- 
tion. Of him, indeed, it may truly be 
said that "to know hitn waXtolove him." 
Be poeaeaaed a mind made radiant by the 
aacendency of virtue, grace and genius. 
Without pride, without affisctetion. he 
waa yet bold aad iadepeadtat ia thought 
aad aetlon. As Incapable of lateltectaal 
anaidiy aa of iataHactaal davishacm; 
with no more reapect for hoary abaurdity 
than for novel imbecility, however osten- 
tatiously presented or gaudily labeled; 
with all the true lawyer's reverence for 
authority, for time tested principles and 
rules of human conduct, yet never allow- 
ing the reverence to degenerate into 
blind unreaaoning worahip or into fatel 
forgetfulnaaaof the fact that, draagh the 
priadples of die tew sre bamatable, the 
science b) which thoae prindple are to 
be applied to the ever changing and com- 
plex relations of men is progressive, be 
appeared to be wholly unconsdons of the 
natural superiority of his genius. Herein 
Isy one of the greateat charms of his 
character. It saved him from that taint 
of self-sufficiency which has prevented 
many a great lawyer from becoming a 
good Jadge. Be had the judicial tem- 
pemeieat, aa It te called, ia all ite full- 
ness. He seemed to raaUae ia a aiarked 
degree the daugera whidi attead a Jadge 
who enters upon the hearing of an aigU' 
ment with a dogmatic cony' **ion in his 
own mind tha'. he understar i either the 
law or the facts of the cs more fully 
than the lawyers who have prepared it. 
He was courteous, cautions and pains- 
Uking, yet bold, feasleaa and firm in the 
dladiaige of his dutiea. He not only 
proodsad to be, aad thia would have been 
alamat eaough to have looked tor ia oae 
of his comparative youth, bat he was in 
fact an ideal Judge. Be had thst laaale 
love of justice whidi ia the frat requMtie 
of a great lawyer. Injustice, moral de 
formity, was offensive in his sight. His 
refined perceptions, hightened and in- 
tensified by the love of the beautiful and 
the true, enabled him to penetrate almost 
at a glaace aay aiaak it might wear. He 
stood tenrd crow a ed, as it were, at the 
entraaes of the tempte of fame which 
opeaad wide Ite poctate before bfaa. 

Yet great aa were his achicvemeata, 
they were but the pledge of promiae of 
what might be expected from him in 
later years, when the autumn of life 
would have mellowed and ripenetl to 
thdr fullest perfection the rich fruit of 
Us fertite udnd. Aa a dtizen be was 
justly eateemed and honored by all — as a 
son, husband and father he reached the 
fnll maasarc of the Chriatian geatteman 
that be wss. I do aot know that be 
held or daimed membership ia aay 
Chriatten body or denoodnadon, but 
do know that he had a profound respect 
for all things sacred ; that he had a deep 
religious nature and was far, far removed 
from the lanks of the scoffers. His sur- 
prisingly sudden and unlooked-for death 
ia another and sad reminder, if one be 
needed, of "the shadows that we are a 
the shadows we pnrane." With good rea- 
son does one of the gieatcft philosopber- 
poete of our tengnage eadfim: 
"Tell me, tome god! mj gnardten angd 
tell 

What thus infatuatea? What enchant-

As an old and careful 
reader of this worthy paper the writer is 
in a position to know and is sincere in 
this statement, and for that and other 
reaaons deems it his duty to ask for a 
little space in anawer to the artide writ- 
ten for teat week's Issae by the Secratsiy 
of the Kaatadky State CoaadI, C K. 
of A. 

Tbe brother starta hte artide by aoeaf. 
lag the editor of being one-sided on aoott 
qtteatlotia concerning the welfsre of the 
order, etc This criticism is unfair and 
an injustice to the paper and its editor. 
All the writer has ever read in the Ken> 
tucky Irish American on matters lefavrol * 
to were true facts, intdllgently written 
up by the editor, who never ndsase ik 
oppwtunity to get tbe tree aad beaast 
facts, which he pssaoaally gathers ap aad 
publishes ia a way to ooavlace the read- 
ers of the noble work done by this so- 
ciety and urges them to join in ita per- 
formsnce. Such articles can and must 
benefit the order. But can you, through 
an article like that of the brother re* 
ferred to above, indorsing and encourag- 
ing legal proceeding, injnndiona, remon- 
strancea, etc, agatast the Supreme of* 
ficers, secaslag them af belag gall^ of 
throwlag ont tbe oM auta, dsprlviog him 
of hte iasamaoe, throwlag him overboard 
the dnking ship, etc.— can you, through 
an article like this, accomplish any good 
for the ortler? I.s It right, or even good 
taste, for the brother to denounce the en- 
tire work of the Supreme Conndl, con- 
sisting of a body of intelligent, con- 
sdentious. Catholic men (indnding a 
number ot prieata), repr es en ting forty* 
two Statas~to dedare tbdr work aa la* ' 
justice to dtber tbe (dd or yoaag? There 
careful and dncere ddibaratlona lasted 
four daya and part of tbe nights, tbe 
result of which was not only indorsed by 
his Grace Archbishop Glennon, Supreme 
Spiritual Director of the order, but the 
partidpants were heartily congratulateJ 
by him for pladng the order on a basis 
that will enable It to make good and fulfill 
an Ite promiaea. "Make ao promiaea," 
ssid ArcbUshop Oteaaee, "that eaa aot 
bekspt Boaastyte UMirstobUgsdoa' 
of a soclaty aad ita msadian, aad ao 
sodety eaa oa aa average pay arnre to a 
memtwr thaa it has recdved." 

Does the Secretary of the Kentucky 
State Coundl imsgine that he is so wdl 
versed and that he knows so much belter 
the needs of the order as to justify him 
to criUdse and condemn the important 
work accomplished by these men? If ao, 
be must have come to that condodon 
dnoe, and after the great meeting of tbe 
CatbeUc Knigbta at Ciadnnsti only a 
few amatba ago. That meeting waa 
called (nr the purpose of hesring Bro. 
Kadeski expldn hia pten of rerating and 
to get views on the subject from other 
prominent KnighU. Several of the Lou- 
isville Knights who had responded to the 
invitation were present and were aaked 
to express their opinion, among them 
the brother now Secretary of the Ken* 
tucky State Coundl, who. like many 
others, appeared on the atsge sfid 
endorsed all that hte predeoaaaora had 
said eavadng Bro. Kadaskl's pten. wHidi 
te practieaUy tbe same aa the one adopted 
by the Supreme Council, adding that 
be hoped such plsns would be put into 
operation by the Supreme Conndl.

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BLACK LIST. 

The daily preSH announces that 
the Executive Committee of the 
Employers' Assoctatlon hM adopted 
a plan which will cnaUc employers 
to keep tab on workingmen and 
will make them independent of fie 
labor unions. Upon the aorface 
the whole plan amaela of the 
blacklist. The committee is hav- 
ing printed slips which applicants 
for employment most sign, with 
the "nndenUiidiBg" dtat all who 
fill them out will be given the pref- 
erence in the distribution of jobs. 
Read this list of qaestions aod then 
aak yottraelf what they mean: 

What is your nanM? 
How old are yon? 
Where were you bom? 
Are you married or single? 
Where do you live? 
How long have you live<l there? 
Where did yon work last? 
What kind of work did you do? 
Why did yon leave? 
What wages did you draw? 
Do yon belong to a labor anioa? 
If BO, what union? 

The purpose is evidently to 
tiuuk union men and put their 

names from one employer to 
another for the purpose of depriv- 
ing them of earning a livelihood. 
What is it the employer's bttriness 
whether a man belongs to a trades 
union or not, so long as he is com- 
petent and earns the wages paid 
him? TK^U tbeae aam« employers 
answer questions concerning their 
business if formulated and pro- 
pounded to them by those ont of 
work before they wonM accept 
employment? Not on your life. 
The workingraan would be kicked 
out and told to chase himself. 

This is bnt another attempt to 
destroy the trades unions and if it 
should prove successful will lead 
either to anarchy or a alavery 
worw than that eziating before the 
civil war. The Employers' Asso- 
ciation is but the anion of a class, 
and its pnrpooe seems to be the 
destruction of tnothcr dass. This 
is bad poUcy and poor principle, 
and is bonnd to meet the fate of 
those anions which hav* pursued 
the same conrae. 

If these employers are sincere in 
their protestations of interest in 
the welfare and sttoceas of the 
xorken, why do they not meet 
them on an equal basis, discuss 
their differences in an open and 
honorable manner, hear both ddes 
ftttty, and then reach an amicable 
agreement? This can be done with 
profit to both sides and will cement 
a feeling jthat neither anarchy nor 
socialism can destroy. I^t to 
the church the trades unbn is the 
most potent safeguard against both. 

PARDONS. 

The act of Lieut. Gov. Thome 
in granting a pardon to Clem Buch- 
ter, morderer of his own daughter, 
has aroused the people from one 
end of the State to the other as 
they have not been by any pardon 
ever gradted. Buchttr was a cruel 
and cold-blooded murderer, who had 
a most narrow escape from being 
hanged. This was. all known to 
I«icut. Gov. Thome, who can offer 
no valid or reasonable excuse for 
granting the pardon, and therefore 
he is now politically a "dead one." 
The good, honest, law-abiding peo- 
ple of Kentucky who honored and 
trusted William Thorne will have 
no more of him, but this does not 
remove the injustice done or the 
disgrace brought uponjthe State. 

Since Buchter's release many 
snggeatkms have been offered to 
prevent the recurrence of such an 
outrage upon justice. The Even- 
ing Times of this city says the 
"simpler and more effective way to 
do away with the evil from which 
the State has suffered so frequently 



is offered by the passage of a law by 
the nest session of the General As- 
sembly compelling the Governor to 
file with the vSecretary of State for 
open record a copy of every petition 
for pardon one month before the 
time «t which final action on the 
application is to be taken." 

The Times objects to the creation 
of a Board of Pardons such as ex- 
ists in many States becauK of the 
expense that might follow, but sug- 
gests that ' 'copies of applic»tiou and 
petition should at the same time be 
furnished the Democratic and Re- 
publican daily newspaper having 
the largest representative circula- 
tion in the State and to the* Demo- 
cratic and Republican newspapers 
published in the county in which 
the ooQviction was made. In that 
way • check would be impMed on 
the reckless signature of names to 
any petition which is circulated and 
full opportunity would be given for 
a public discussion of the merits or 
demerits of the plea for relief. 
Under such a system it would be 
impossible for the actual or acting 
ExecutiDi to turn aside the course 
of justice by an arbitrary act and 
then, under the pretense of ignor- 
ance and plea for forgiveness, hope 
to escape the oonacqueocea of his 
action." 

The foregoing sounds plausible 
and all right until we come to the 
distinction of papers. Why desig- 
nate only papers that are known 
as Democrat ot Republican? There 
are others besides these, just as 
good and with ar many readers. 
To us it seems the Times' editor 
knew what he was after when he 
wrote "concerning pardons." The 
passage of such a atatttte would 
soon develop another "graft" for 
those party papers which now gob- 
ble up everything that comet down 
the "pike." Under the pretext of 
doing good they would soon fasten 
another burden upon the taxpayers, 
who mint only justice and the en 
forcemeat of the verdicts rendered 
in ovf courts. 



Now that the Republicans have 
nominated a weak man, every good 
citizen should feel it bis duty to 
roll up his sleeves and go earnestly 
to work to elect Judge Matt 
O'Doherty to preside over the 
Third division of the Circuit Court 
When it oomca to the election of 
Judges let us cast aside all other 
considerations and vote only for 
the man who is best qualified and 
will lead moot dignity to the jndi 
cial ermine.

CARE OP CARPETS. 



The right way to treat a good carpet b 
to lay it carefully on a aoft bedding of 
thick layen of newspapers or of brown 
paper. The printers' ink on newspaper 
is disliked by the clothes moth, which 
will avoid carpets with anch linings as a 
place unanitable for the laying of its 
egga. Thus thick folds of newspaper 
laid evenly will not only provide a means 
for naing up old papera, give a thick 
aadarfoodag for the floar, bntnUere the 
honaawif e of oae aonree of woriy uiotlii 
in her best carpet. The paper ahoold be 
renewed each time the carpet ia taken 
up. It is best to have the carpet cleaned 
and relaid by profeasional cleaners from 
any furniture shop yearly, as this plan, 
which ia cheap enough, prevents much 
atnining and havoc made with the car- 
pet in taking up, beating, cleaning and 
patting down again.
